At 7:30 in the evening, the boys 
arrived at the plush Commodore Ho¬ 
tel, where they made the dash up to 
their respective rooms. The rest of the 
evening was spent in local confection¬ 
aries and bowling alleys, while Mr. 
D. was mapping out the sites the 
raiders would strike the following 
day. 

Saturday^ the boys attacked va 
rious interiorxjmrts of Washington. 
Some of the popbl^r spots were the 
Treasury Building (One intellect ask¬ 
ed if he could have a sample), the 
Library of Congress (man^fellqws 
thought they could borrow books bv 
simply showing their S.S. cards), tne^ 
Capitol, and the White House, 
boy, Vasmiel Dunce, was so intrigued 
with the President’s mansion that he 
got lost in the shuffle.

Sunday afternoon, Washington bid 
the fellows a farewell. On the way 
back, they stopped at the Naval Aca¬ 
demy at Annapolis, where they paged 
a former Boys High student, John 
Nicklo (Class of 1960). John, an hon¬ 
or student at B.H.S., was also a star 
fullback on the Red and Black foot¬ 
ball team. When three of the raiders 
tried to gain admission to the aca¬ 
demy, they were rejected (and eject¬ 
ed) because they failed to bring in 
their dental notes. 


Finally, the boys settled down for 
the long trip home. Meanwhile, back 
at Washington, officials hurriedly 
made preparations to repair the city 
the raiders had just left, for in April, 
another full-scale invasion of the 
capital is planned.

The editorial concerning the Arista So¬ 
ciety in the last issue of the Red and Black 
was of more than casual interest to me, as 
I am sure it was to the Administration and 
other members of the faculty and to the 
Arista members themselves.

The B.H.S. gridders were downed 
by Brooklyn Tech, 26-8, in its tradi¬ 
tional Thanksgiving Day clash with 
its arch rivals, at Boys High Field. 
This concluded a long and tough 1960 
football season, in which the gridders 
ended up at the bottom of the heap in 
their division. 

Despite their loss to Tech on Thanks¬ 
giving, the B.H.S. rooters had a lot 
to cheer about as they witnessed a 
great game and saw Ray Younger, 
star B.H.S. fullback, capture the 
“^Outstanding Player of the Game” 
award. 

The engineers scored twenty-six 
points, all in the first quarter, while 
the B.H.S. offensive was only able to 
score once in the last quarter. 

Tech, led by its quarter-back, Rubi- 
lotta, marched from their own 37 to a 
touch-down, as Rubilotta carried over 
the goal. The conversion was com¬ 
pleted and Tech led 8-0. On the fol¬ 
lowing kickoff to Boys, Lindsie was 
stopped behind his own goal for a 
Tech safety score, making it 10-0 
Tech. After Solomon returned a Boys 
kick to the BHS 26, Rubilotta passed 
completely to George Brome for the 
T.D. The conversion was good and 
Tech’s lead was increased to 18-0. 
Tech scored again as Rubilotta com¬ 
pleted another pass to Solomon for 
their 26 points. 

In the remaining three quarters of 
play, the BHS gridders stymied the 
Tech machine.

The Varsity finished third, behind 
East New York Vocational and Eras¬ 
mus, out of a field of 20 high schools. 
The first five BHS finishes took 5th, 
8th, 23rd, 40th, and 42nd places, for a 
total of 118 points. Finishing first 
with a total of 63 points and second 
with a total of 77 points were Eras¬ 
mus Hall High and East New York 
Vocational, respectively. 

Among the top 30 runners from the 
20 high schools competing were three 
Boys High Varsity members. Joe 
Washington came in 5th with a time 
of 12:16, Bill Johnson placed 8th and 
Jim Howard placed 23rd. Tony Har- 
bourne, of Erasmus Hall, came in first 
with a clocking of 12:12.1. 

The BHS cubs ran away with the 
title in the J.V. section as they breezed 
by sixteen competing schools, collect¬ 
ing a total of 32 points for first place. 

Their first five finishes placed 4th, 
5th, 6th, 7th, and 10th, giving an ex¬ 
cellent exhibition. 

Among the top fifteen runners in 
this division were six BHS Junior Var¬ 
sity members.

Mr. Rampell of the English De¬ 
partment and Mr. Sachs of the Sci¬ 
ence Department took twenty stu¬ 
dents on a trip to the Brookhaven 
National Laboratory in Upton, L. I., 
on October 29. Brookhaven National 
Laboratory is a national research cen¬ 
ter in nuclear science, and is an in¬ 
tegral part of the Atomic Energy 
Commission’s nationwide program. 

The group left the school by bus 
at 12 noon and arrived at the Re¬ 
search Staff Building at 2:00 P.M. 
At this building passes were handed 
out and exhibitions illustrating re¬ 
search projects were viewed. The visi¬ 
tors then took a bus tour of the en¬ 
tire laboratory site which included 
stops at the Nuclear Reactor, and the 
“hot Chemistry Laboratory” which is 
especially designed to accommodate 
experiments with highly radioactive 
materials. The last stop on the tour 
was to the Synchroton. This atom 
splitter occupies an area of 90,000 
square feet and is one of the largest 
in the world. 

The group saw pictures on medical 
research and other topics relating to 
the scientific work at the center. The 
phase of the trip which was of most 
interest was the Scientific Answer- 
Man Service. This consists of three 
scientists who clarify any point which 
might arise during a tour. The lab¬ 
oratory personnel were found to be 
quite friendly and they readily an¬ 
swered any questions about their 
work. Everyone who attended agreed 
it was a truly worthwhile and edu¬ 
cational experience.
